Isa. 59:1, “Behold, the Lord’s hand is 
not shortened, that it cannot save; 
neither his ear heavy, that it cannot 
hear.” 


Keep in mind all the parts that God 
has as we read the Scriptures. 

In Exod. 31:18 we read that the 
tables of stones were written with 
the finger of God. Old Belshazzar 


said it was, or looked like a man’s 
hand, as it wrote over against the 
candlestick upon the plaster of the 
wall of the king’s palace. The 24th 
verse shows that the hand was the 
hand of God. Psa. 8:3, “When I con- 
Sider the heavens, the work of thy 
fingers.” I think this is enough about 
the fingers of God. 


Nahum 1:3 tells us that the clouds 
are the dust of His feet. Hab. 3:5 
speaks about His feet. Prov. 15:3 tells 
us that the eyes of the Lord are in 
every place. 2 Chron. 16:9, “For the 
eyes of the Lord run to and fro 
throughout the whole earth.” Psa. 34: 
16, “The face of the Lord is against 
them that do evil.” Psa. 51:9; Isa. 
59:2. Rev. 20:11, “And I saw a great 
white throne, and him that sat on it, 
from whose face the earth and heaven 
fled away.” 


One more scripture I want to call 
your attention to, in Exod. 33:22, 
“And it shall come to pass, while my 
glory passeth by, that I will put thee 
in a clift in the rock, and will cover 
thee with my hand while I pass by: 
And I will take away my hand, and 
thou shall see my back parts: but my 
face shall not be seen.” 


What more could I say? But wait, 
did I hear you ask the question, “Is 
there a place in the Bible that re- 
fers to God as a Person?” Well, let me 
see. I believe I can find a place that 
will just fit the occasion. Since you 
do not believe that God is a Person, 
let’s turn to Job 13:6,8. Listen at 
what he says, and that is just what 
I am trying to get you to do, “Hear 
now my reasoning, and hearken unto 
the pleadings of my lips. Will ye speak 
wickedly for God? and talk deceitfully 
for him?” Job continues, “Will ye 


@:: the fingers of a man’s hand, or he 
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accept his person? will ye contend for 
God?” 

I will ask you the same question, 
Will you accept His person? Read Acts 
7:55, 56, Stephen looked up steadfast 
into heaven, and saw the glory of 
God, and Jesus standing on the right 
hand of God. 

Let’s look at Phil. 2:5,6, “Let this 
mind be in you, which was also in 
Christ Jesus: Who, being in the form 
of God, thought it not robbery to be 
equal with God.” Let’s notice the 
word “form,” or the Greek word which 
means “shape.” I want to ask you a 
question after I say this. Christ was 
in the shape of a former being, was 
He not? As we have shown in the 
scriptures heretofore, that God is also 
a Person, and He and His Son the one 
in the image of the other, then we 
showed you in Phil. 2:5, 6 that the 
Son was in the form or shape of God. 
Here now is the main question I want 
to ask you. Can there be an image 
without a specimen to imitate? Can 
there be a copy without an original? 
Did you ever hear of anything referred 
to as being in the form of itself? I 
want you to answer these questions 
and be honest with yourself and God, 
for you know where there is an image 
there must be an original, and where 
there is a copy there must be a model, 
and for a thing to be made in the 
form of another a former must exist. 
Then I say for this reason it is in- 
consistent to say that Christ was the 
Father. 

THE PERSONALITY OF THE SON 

The New Light Issue, or Jesus Only, 
says that when Jesus was born of 
Mary, that was the first existence of 
the Son of God. Of course, I see their 
argument. They have to say that to 
substantiate their argument that 
Jesus was God, but I want to ask them 
this question: If it was the first exist- 
ence of the Son of God, why did King 
Nebuchadnezzar say, in Dan. 3:25, 
when they threw the three Hebrew 
children in the fiery furnace, “I see 
feur men loose, walking in the midst 
of the fire, and they have no hurt; and 
the form of the fourth is like the Son 
of God”? An old wicked king as he 
was, wasn’t prophesying of Jesus which 
was to come. No, but he actually saw 
the Son of God before he was incar- 
nated by the Holy Ghost in the flesh, 
or Mary’s womb? 


They forget that the name Jesus is 
an earthly name that was given Him 
by the angel, and the word “Christ” 
is the official title of our Lord, and it 
is this name that sets Him forth as 
the Son of God. Christ means “the 
anointed of God.” So the Jews are 
still looking for the Messiah to come, 
not knowing that Christ and the Mes- 
siah are the same, that when Jesus 
was born of Mary and the Christ name 
was the anointed of God, so Christ and 
Messiah were identified in the person- 
ality of Jesus, as the Word says in 
Acts 10:38, “How God anointed Jesus 
of Nazareth with the Holy Ghost and 
with power, who went about doing 
good, and healing all that were op- 
pressed of the devil; for God was with 
him.” How could he have been the 
Father, or the Holy Ghost, if God 
anointed Him with the Holy Ghost and 
power? John 1:41 tells us that the 
word “Messiah,” being interpreted, 
means the Christ. 


St. John 1:1,2 is one of the scrip- 
tures that the New Light Issue stands 
on. “In the beginning was the word, 
and the word was with God, and the 
word was God.” We do not deny that 
fact, and it was this divinity that the 
Jews got so stirred up about, and that 
caused them to brand Him as a blas- 
phemer. Notice, “The same was in 
the beginning with God.” The same 
“what” was in the beginning with 
God? “The same Word,” and read 
what the Word was made in the 
14th verse, “And the WORD was made 
flesh, and dwelt among us.” We all 
know that this verse was talking 
about Jesus. 


Jesus was the personal name of 
our Lord, which means Savior. Jesus 
Christ wasn’t His name as my name 
is Lonnie Pennington, or somebody 
else is Sam Jones, but Jesus was the 
earthly name of our Lord. Christ is the 
official title of our Lord, as we have 
just said, which means “The anointed 
of God.” 


There were many that were named 
Jesus in the Bible, and as we have 
just stated, Jesus was an earthly, per- 
sonal name given to Him. To prove 
that Christ was the anointed of God, 
read Luke 2:25, 26. I am sure this 
was given to Simeon before the birth 
of Jesus, that when He came he might

What's in a Man 

Gospel Herald reported the follow- 
ing: “A man has 500 muscles 1,000,-

pores. His heart weighs from eight to 
twelve ounces, its capacity is from 
four to six ounces in each ventricle, 
and its size is five by three and one- 
half inches. It is a hollow muscular 
organ and pumps twenty-two and a 
half pounds of blood every minute. In 
twenty-four hours it pumps sixteen 
tons. It beats about seventy-two times 
a minute. In one year an average 
man’s heart pumps about 11,680,000 
pounds of blood.—Unknown. 

Closing the Door 

Christ stood knocking at the door of 
the Laodicean church (Rev. 3:20).

We have church groups exactly like 
those Laodiceans. In fact, the Laodi- 
ceans were atype of the worldly 
Christians of the last days. But we 
have oneclassof unregenerate men 
far worse, if possible, than the Laodi- 
ceans; we have men of all nations 
groping in darkness. They are scien- 
tists, they are wise. We live in a scien- 
tific and an atomic age. But the 
standard around which men of the 
last days rally is the idol of “ORGA- 
NIZATION,” a brotherhood of Ameri- 
cans, Russians, Frenchmen, Italians, 
and, after all, the British and Cana- 
dians, plus all the allied nations, and 
the nations of occupation as their con- 
verts, will produce an amalgamation of 
mankind who will gather around the 
idols and ideals set by men without 
God.

Urges Recall of Vatican 
Representative 

Church groups or denominations are 
asking almost unanimously for the re- 
call of Myron C. Taylor, the special 
presidential representative to the 
Vatican. This is further urged by the 
General Association of Kentucky Bap- 
tists, by the Georgia Baptist Con- 
vention, and the North Carolina State 
Baptist Convention. The retension of 
Taylor as a representative of the 
President to the Vatican is a strange 
affair. The war is over and the pro- 
testation has been ample but ignored 
so far by President Truman. 


Protestant Protests 
Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam, Method- 
ist, president of the Federal Council of 
Churches, and in his address at St. 
Louis that, “to protest ‘an attempt up- 
on the part of the Roman Catholic 
Church to exercise political domina- 


tion here, similar to the control ex- 
ercised in many nations.’ 

“Protestants,” Bishop Oxnam said, 
“are not intolerant when they object 
to (1) Roman Catholic use of the boy- 
cott to ‘control’ newspapers and radio 
stations; (2) support for ‘the fascist 
regime of Franco Spain’; (3) use of 
public funds for church schools; (4) 
diplomatic relations with the Vatican; 
(5) discrimination against Protestant 
missions in foreign lands; or (6) cleri- 
calism (‘the pursuit of power, especial- 
ly political power, by a religious 
hierarchy, carried on by secular 
methods, and for purposes of social 
domination’).” 


Southern Radio Chain 

A report from Atlanta states that 
the Southern Religious Radio Confer- 
ences has been organized by the radio 
committees of the Southern Baptist 
Convention, Presbyterian Church in 
the U.S., and the southern jurious- 
diction of the Methodist Church. The 
purpose is to solve the “traffic con- 
gestion” in evangelical broadcasts. 
Some forty stations are in the net- 
work.

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It is drummed into youthful minds 
that cleanliness is next to godliness. 
This is as it should be, for so it is. One 
of the reasons for the continued exist- 
ence of a strong Hebraic race is the 
stringent laws of sanitation they ob- 
serve. God, in giving these laws, was 
very intolerant of filth in any form or 
in any place. A man could be de- 
stroyed for breaching one of these de- 
mands. And fearful they were lest 
they touch any unclean thing, fail to 
observe the proper days of purifica- 
tion, or neglect the performance of 
their personal ablutions, and incur 
the chastisement of God. The Lord 
demands cleanliness. (Especially note 
Gen. 35:2; Exod. 19:10; Lev. 7:19, 20; 
11; 15.) Cleanliness is next to godli- 
ness. 


SPIRITUAL HYGIENE 

Perhaps it is due to an overwhelm- 
ing zeal to denounce physical squalor 
that the second part of the text is 
neglected. Schools stress the acquire- 
ment of hygienic habits, which will de- 
velop brawny bodies; the Church must 
stimulate spiritual hygiene, which will 
produce robust Christians. Remem- 
ber that the scripture continues be- 
yond “the flesh” to include “and 
spirit.” Let it here be emphasized that 
God DEMANDS of YOU a spirit that is 
clean and holy. “Cleanse your hands, 
ye sinners; and purify your HEARTS, 
ye double minded,” James 4:8. “The 
ways of a man are clean in his own 
eyes; BUT THE LORD WEIGHETH 
THE SPIRITS,” Proverbs 16:2. Scrub 
and scour; preen and prim—clean up! 
be immaculate!—but remember the 
spirit must be immaculate too. 


OFFENSIVE DISPOSITIONS 

Numberless people are allowing 
trivial, yet offensive, airs to nullify 
an otherwise precious Christian ex- 
perience. Remember that the influ- 
ence of years of goodness can be dis- 
sipated by one burning, fleeting dis- 
play of an ugly spirit. A thoughtless 
moment can blight all the past and 
future for you. If your spirit is not 
clean it will drag itself across the

stage of your life some day—to your 
detriment and Satan’s constant ad- 
vantage. People don’t forgive and 
forget your pouting, selfish, overbear- 
ing, stubborn, arrogant, jealous or 
otherwise repugnant spirit as easily as 


you think they might. Cleanse your . 


spirit! Don’t try to smother it with 
temporary sweetness; cast it from 
you! Pray about it. By the all-power 
of Jesus’ blood it can be REMOVED, 
not merely hidden. 


DESTRUCTIVE SPIRITS 


When you step into the pulpit you 
may take on the stature of a king— 
but if you proved self-willed and stub- 
born at some previous time it will 
sound like so much clanging brass, 
howsoever great the sermon. Rich 
sermons do not justify cheap spirits. 
You may be stubborn, you may have 
your way and get just what you want 
—if it is not the respect of your 
fellow man that you want. 


You may pout and sulk when some- 
thing is not in exact accord with 
YOUR desires. You don’t have to 
speak; you may even stay home on 
several service nights; you can let the 
people know that “I don’t like it!” But 
please do NOT expect your friends to 
forget your attitude as soon as you are 
ready to be friendly again. Don’t ex- 
pect them to forget one sullen, under- 
tone frown just because you are smil- 
ing benignly again. Your mood may 
never be mentioned, but it is not dis- 
regarded. 


It may be your honest opinion that 
you are just a little better than your 
brother—but remember that it is 
YOUR opinion, not his. You may be 
so haughty that the little man will be 
ill-at-ease in your presence—but re- 
member that he will not always be in 
your presence. You may cow him in- 
to submission to YOUR desires—but 
remember that every big man must 
have the continued favor of the little 
man. If it does not matter that you 
be esteemed by him, then YOU are 
the little man yourself. “Pride goeth 
before destruction, and an haughty 
spirit before a fall,” Proverbs 16:18. 


One of the most destructive spirits 
extant is that =f jealousy. It is a 
small (how p*.ufully little!) man that 
is please° about the failures of his 


brother. Does his failure bring you 
Satisfaction? Not if you have love, 
1 Cor. 13:6. When you are jealous of 
a person you admit that he is greater 
than you are—and that is true! A 
good preacher can sincerely enjoy the 
preaching of other men. A good sing- 
er can enjoy the singing of others. 
A good teacher can be taught by an- 
other teacher. Don’t try to pull a bet- 
ter man down to your level; lift your 
self to his level, which is the faster, 
safer, and more Christlike procedure. 


THIS IS WASH DAY 


There are some that never indulge 
in worldy pleasures and never break 
the teachings of their church. They 
have lived in the Church so long that 
it is natural for them to abstain from 
these lusts of the flesh. Still, this 
abstinence is not a guarantee that you 
are in the high esteem of God and 
man. A filthy, foul spirit is as bad 
(yea, or worse) than any sin of the 
flesh—and is far more injurious to 
the Church. A vexatious spirit is one 
of the most obnoxious sins in the 
Babylonian category. 

“He that hath no rule over his own 
spirit is like a city that is broken 
down, and without walls,” Proverbs 
25:28. It is easier to erase an ugly 
spirit itself than it is to erase its 
terrible consequence. Just one flare- 
up of anger; one unchivalrous deed; 
one overbearing demand can destroy 
more than can ever be regained. The 
people remember too well. Yes, you 
may be very talented (“Oh, she sings 
all right, but .. .” “He is a good preach- 
er, but ...”) and able to do great 
things. However, you will find that a 
sweet disposition is more desired than 
sweet singing. You will find that 
friendliness and concern are more 
desired than your eloquent preaching. 


It is necessary to keep a clean body, 
but perfect holiness is in clean bodies 
AND clean spirits. “Whose (wives) 
adorning let it not be that outward 
adorning of plaiting the hair, and of 
wearing of gold, or of putting on of 
apparel; but let it be the hidden man 
of THE HEART, in that which is not 
corruptible, even the ornament of a 
MEEK AND QUIET SPIRIT, which is 
in the sight of God of great price,” 1 
Peter 3:3,4. From My Utmost for His

Facing the Problem of Success 


(Sermon preached at Northwest Camp Meeting by Glyndon Logsdon) 


Mark 1:33, “All the city was gathered 
together at the door.” 

A parallel passage is Luke 4:42-44, 
“And when it was day, he departed 
and went into a desert place: and the 
people sought him, and came unto him, 
and stayed him, that he should not 
depart from them. And he said unto 
them, I must preach the kingdom of 
God to other cities also: for therefore 
am I sent. And he preached in the 
synagogues of Galilee.” 

While thinking about this subject 
at Lemmon, while in Bible School, I 
thought some time, somewhere it 
might be good to speak to all the min- 
isters and friends. This may be the 
appropriate time. 

It may be a bit difficult to under- 
stand and appreciate the position of 
our Lord. Miracles had been per- 
formed and all the city had gathered 
at His door. He had become famous 
as a result of miracles. I wish we would 
notice the reactions of our Lord. It 
may be that we have taken so much 
for granted the conduct of the Lord, 
that it may be hard to grasp the in- 
nermost feelings of His heart. While 
we have preached, and will continue 
to preach the very fact that the Lord 
is the Son of God, it will not take 
away from this crowning truth if we 
observe the humanity of our Lord, for 
so observing we will see the conflict 
that He is in, how He meets it, how 
He deals with it, and how He goes on 
to greater glory, commending Himself 
to us in a way that makes His way a 
very desirable way to follow. If we are 
to appreciate this scene that we have 
read and the event that we have spok- 
en about just now, we derive from it 
something that will help us in the very 
hour in which we live. The reason I 
said it may be hard for us to under- 
stand His position is that we have not 
arrived at the place where “all men 
seek thee.” I have not had that meet- 
ing in which all the city is gathered 
at my door (being an overseer is still 
short of that place). While that is 
true, it is not a matter of vanity for 
us to recognize that many in the 
Church have reached a place of respect 
and the Church in general has reached 
the place where it can be said, at 
least in a measure, that the whole 
world is at its door. 
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Shall the multitude of emotions 
stirring within us bring us to defeat 
or will we use our successes rightfully 
to insure us for future success? We 
are only human beings, facing momen- 
tous problems. I’ll relieve the burden 
of my heart by saying that success 
has defeated many people. I’m of the 
opinion that success has defeated more 
people than failures. This should not 
be the case. Jesus deals with this 
problem and I suggest that it will be 
profitable to analyze His emotions 
when different ones put the pressure 
on with complimentary phrases: 
“Don’t leave us”; “You are great”; 
“You are indispensable”; “All men seek 
thee.” The blessed Lord rose to a 
new height that day. It is easy. for 
the common run of humans to exploit 
present advantages and forget the 
gleam of future glory. There is no need 
for me to go to the next towns. The 
Lord rises under those favorable cir- 
cumstances to a new height of glory. 
“T must go into the next towns.” There 
is a purpose of soul that impels me to 
make a decision. I am going further. 
I have come for no other purpose than 
to preach the gospel to other peoples. 
Even success will not detour me from 
the right road. Our enlarged ego 
magnifies our small measure of suc- 
cess until the heavenly vision almost 
fades. Preachers, there is a message 
for you. When it looks so favorable 
for you and you have reached the peak 
of success, there is another mountain 
for you to climb. Your real worth can 
be made manifest, for when you have 
success you are not iil-affected by it. 
In spite of success you still hear the 


voice of God and feel the surging of @ 
the Spirit, and you are willing to carry 
on triumphantly. 

Perhaps the Lord went to prayer be- 
cause those that had been healed and 
blessed had a powerful insistence in 
their request “stay with us.” In prayer, 
the purpose of His heart was re-en- 
forced. Evidently, He considered stay- 
ing where “all men seek thee.” It helps 
us tremendously to know that he felt 
the avalanche of pleasant surround- 
ings. It helps us even more when He 
emerged a bigger person in our patie 
tion. You will miss the lesson if you 
fail to understand the real pressure 
placed upon our Lord. When they an- 
nounced, “The city is at your door,” 
they expected the news to affect Him. 
Why not? Didn’t men work and strive 
for others to recognize their worth 
and that certain advantages might be 
gained? I wish we would look upon 
our responsibilities after the pattern 
of Jesus. Our responsibility involves 
the eternal salvation of men. A bou- 
quet of flowers is not our goal when 
there is a crown in sight. 

Today, I wish, I trust, I pray, that 
you may see something in this gospel 
that we preach, something that we 
have never needed so badly before. 
We have preached that the Lord will 
help us in the time of trouble. We 
have repeatedly exhorted in the day of 
trouble, “Call upon the Lord.” Have we 
overemphasized that part of the gos- 
pel? You have not heard the sermon 
that the Lord is the only hope in the 
time of success. The gospel is good for 
the day of despair but there are other 
days in which we need the gospel. We 
need the Lord if-we are poor, if we are 
rich. We need the Lord if we are 
without a friend; you are certainly in@ 
need of the Lord when you have 
friends. The Lord has been a present 
help to us in hard times, in sickness, 
grief, worry, and when doubt has come 
our way; but I’m of the opinion that 
we, with the whole family of believers, 
found an adequacy in Christ. The 
tendency is to forget when that day of 
perplexity passes away. My message is 
that you need the Lord when you are 
happy, well, have friends, and in ab- 
normal prosperity. 

We have seen the farmer in the 
days of drought and grasshoppers. Our 
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hearts went out to him. There has 
been a kindred feeling and it was easy 
to feel for the other fellow. We prayed 
for him fervently. But it is easy to 
forget the same soul is in jeopardy 
and grave peril today. Money and good 
rops have not removed him from the 
possibility of failure. In the clutches 
of success he will completely fail or in 
mastering the situation become a 
greater saint. I’m not personalizing 
but we have people that have worried 
and fretted because they could not do 
more for God’s cause. Several good 
crops have been harvested and some- 
thing has entered their hearts to 
cause them to be careful lest they do 
too much for the Lord. When our Lord 
had success about Him, He prayed. It

time for us to pray. 
Pioneer ministers have told us their

tories. Church history has recorded 
the facts that persecutions, famines, 
or combinations of adversity failed to 
defeat their holy and lofty purposes. 
The Church has hurdled every opposi- 
tion with flying colors. We now have 
more friends, larger churches, more 
tithes, and many things we can appre- 
ciate. Yet, we can fail the task before 
us, unless we take measures to cope 
with the problems success brings. I’m 
alarmed. I trust it is for your best 
interest. 

Our observations have given us some 
interesting views: There is the student 
that comes to Bible School financially 
embarrassed. I notice that if that per- 
son applies himself he will gain the 
admiration of everyone associated 
with him. We have, in many in- 
stances, looked upon some struggling 
preacher in a small church. We have 
been moved upon to give; it did some- 
thing for us and it did something for 
him. When the going was tough he 
showed his real worth. We encouraged 
him to “go on”; he went on. The 
same fellow needs help today, irre- 
spective of his advancement. There is 
hat small church in a heroic struggle. 

nly a few can be depended on. They 
grow larger and it looks as if they 
can do most anything; but the strug- 
gle diminishes and revival efforts with 
successful results are taken for grant- 
ed. They begin to fail. That cannot 
be God’s plan! Whether student, 
preacher, or church, a continuation of 
proper effort will insure a continuance 
of success. The Church of God stands 
in a place of unique opportunity. We 
cannot afford to do anything that 
would neutralize our efforts. Many a 
preacher has discounted his worth by 
some unworthy act at a time when 
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he could have done great good. In the 
midst of success our organization 
should be cautious lest our universal 
opportunities be discounted. If we 
keep our spiritual life intact, we have 
nothing to fear. 

So-called small preachers have be- 
come great preachers, small churches 
have become great churches. Should 
deterioration overtake us as a logical 
sequence? or should we attain heights 
of spiritual dignity to correspond with 
the advancement that is ours through 
the mercies of God? The same prin- 
ciples that caused us to be faithful 
and true then, if we have the same 
religion, should help when we are en- 
compassed with a degree of success 
and favorable circumstances. 

There is an admiration for that 
struggling preacher or that struggling 
church. Let us be willing to give them 
the same admiration when they suc- 
ceed and still greater admiration if 
their success leads not to failure but 
greater accomplishments. 

We have hesitated to give the man 
who wins his just dues. We have not 
been aware that in the limelight there 
are pitfalls and a cycle of items that 
will test the moral fibre of man. Our 
general officials are more than men 
to shoot at. If they discharge their 
duties with integrity and conduct 
themselves with honor when “all men 
seek thee,” they indeed are great men, 
worthy of double honor. 

There is a type of thinking that de- 
notes very little thinking has been 
done about an important principle. It 
has been accepted as a general rule 
for conclusions. When a man succeeds 
in business, a preacher advances in 
the ministry, or a church organization 
becomes large, the only result can be 
decline or failure. This attitude is ex- 
pressed by words, “Oh well, you 
couldn’t expect it to be different.” Here 
is where I must tell vou that the 
grace of God will help us. The Lord 
objects to our thinking that we must 
be a failure to benefit by His grace. 
My understanding of the Lord is suf- 
ficient to believe that He would share 
our days of joy as well as our sorrows. 
He would like to be more than a 
God for failures but mighty in the day 
of success. 

You have heard many times, “Some- 
thing can be done with a new 
church.” The inference is evident: 
an older church can’t be otherwise 
than stubborn and impossible to con- 
trol; mature and seasoned saints can’t 
be helped. So goes their reasoning. 
God forbid! People are not to reach 


a certain stage and then backslide. 
Saints rooted and grounded in the 
truth will not lose a bit of enthusiasm 
if they serve God because of right 
principles and they love righteousness. 
An older church, with mature mem- 
bers, is capable of greater victories. 
Their pastor should have a suitable 
halo, if he has the vision and leader- 
ship to lead them into green pastures. 
Some preachers would fail as they 
don’t see or appreciate the challenge. 
Remember, Jesus went on. Our text 
gives the solution. 

You may feel a bit secure today. 
However, there are two things I can 
suggest to you for spiritual help. One 
is to pray for another drought to 
come. If good crops make people be- 
come indifferent, then may we have 
another drought, or should we pray 
for an increase of spirituality to cor- 
respond with our material increase? 
I like to step into the farmyard and, 
observing evidences of prosperity, from 
the assurance of my heart say, “Thank 
God, all of this has helped my brother 
to become a better Christian.” There 
is no place in human experience where 
we can get along without God’s help. 
We need Him more than ever. Increase 
of crops, larger churches, and divine 
enlightenment have given us a greater 
responsibility. Success will rob us or 
give us greater glory. A promotion 
should not be accepted as a means of 
letting up, but it should be another 
reason to increase our vigilance. Again, 
I insist that our spirituality can in- 
crease to correspond with the respon- 
sibilities that good times bring to our 
door. We have not given God a chance 
to reveal Himself when “all is well.” 
Would you rather go back to the days 
of drought and 28c wheat to bring out 
your need for God? Rather, would 
it be better to consecrate yourself to 
the extent that prosperity will make 
of you a better Christian? 

Hearing some people talk, the only 
hope for Pentecostal success is to get 
a horse and buggy. I’d rather approach 
our problem from a different angle. It 
was not a horse and buggy then, a 
small church or small salary, but a 
genuine consecration. That consecra- 
tion was a voluntary affair, and today 
it will take the same type of conse- 
cration to cope with present demands. 
We must come to the place, we must 
stay in the place where all our actions 
will be the motivation of the Spirit of 
God. 

The same thing that has caused the 
Church to grow will keep it growing.

My Impressions of Australia fy sme. 


This worthy member of the great 
British Commonwealth of Nations 
made a very appropriate selection 
when “Advance, Australia Fair” was 
adopted as the Australian national 
anthem, and the country has lived up 
to its theme to a very marked degree. 
However, the church, sad to say, has 
failed largely in living up to traditions. 


The vast continent of Australia, 
with an area of 2,974,581 square miles, 
is practically the same size as the 
U.S.A., yet the latest figures give the 
population at only 17,266,441. By way 
of comparison, we have about that 
many people living in New York City 
alone. The very fact that Australia 
has so few people to work with makes 
their industrial progress all the more 
marvelous. They have built some of 
the largest and most modern cities in 
the world, that contain 27,000 manu- 
facturies. Melbourne and Sydney each 
have a population of well over a mil- 
lion, the latter named city being the 
third largest in the British Empire. 
The cities and towns are linked by 
28,000 miles of railway lines and some 
very fine roads. Moreover, Australia 
has contributed largely to civilization 
by the means of science, art, and lit- 
erature. 


The Australians, as a race of people, 
are 97 per cent British stock, and they 
are rapidly developing into a distinc- 
tive race, tall, strong, and athletic. 
The average citizen is proud of his 
freedom and the progress of his own 
country, yet he is ever loyal to the 
land of his forefathers, and takes 
pride in living up to its traditional 
democracy, justice, humanity, and 
hospitality. After having completed a 
4,000-mile tour of this country, I feel 
as much at home among the Aus- 
tralians as I would were I deep in the 
heart of Texas, and I’m not a Texan 
either. Besides the whites, there are 
about 48,000 full-blood negro abo- 
rigines, and about 25,000 half-caste 
natives. About 26,000 of these people 
are nomads that travel from place 
to place within certain areas defined 
by government decree, and the rest of 
them live in well defined reserva- 
tions set apart for their use. 
Most of the natives live much like men 
did during the stone age. They. still 
use stone axes and knives for cutting 
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and hunt with primitive spears. The 
Australian aboriginals are also very 
skillful in throwing the boomerang, 
a curved wooden missile that returns 
to the thrower if he misses the mark. 
Boomerangs are employed in hunt- 
ing birds and other small game, that 
are cooked over an open fire lighted by 
means of the “fire-stick.” 


The climate of Australia, generally, 
is comparable to that of Southern 
California or Italy, with most every 
kind of tree and plant native to these 
climes. The animals come in for their 
share of the interest. Here, there are 
many kinds of marsupials, long extinct 
in other parts of the world. I felt like 
I was touching some sort of a super- 
natural creature when I stroked the 
soft, downy, mole-like fur of a duck- 
billed platypus. The “duck-bill” is re- 
lated to the birds, mammals, and rep- 
tiles. It lays eggs, incubates them, and 
suckles its young after they are 
hatched. Then there is the small, 
pouched Australian porcupine that 
lays eggs, then carries them around 
in its pouch until they hatch, and the 
young “porkys” are big enough to 
travel alone. There are also the bush- 
turkeys, that build large mounds sev- 
eral feet in height, whose eggs are 
self-incubating, the result of instinct- 
ively using leaf mold that spontane- 
ously generates heat necessary for the 
hatching process. 


A great deal more could be said re- 
garding the accomplishments of the 
Australians in the way of agriculture, 
cattle and sheep raising, mining, and 
kindred industries. The indigenous 
negro bush-men also possess a marked 
degree of intelligence, considering 
their opportunities, and they have a 
very interesting history back of them. 
We could make further reference to 
many interesting trees and plants, as 
well as other interesting animals, in- 
cluded in the flora and fauna of Aus- 
tralia, but let us now consider the 
church and its work. 

Communism, spiritualism, and skep- 
ticism go hand in hand in Australia 
and they are making serious inroads, 
as affects the political and religious 
structure of the country. There can 
be no objection to the granting of such 
liberties by the government, as that is 
a part of free democracy, yet the 


question might arise, Is the church 
living up to her tradition? When I 
arrived in Melbourne four months 
ago, it was on a Sunday, so I picked 
up a newspaper to look at the church 
announcements, and directly under 
the Assembly of God and the Apostolic 
Church, only two Pentecostal churches, 
I found listed twenty-one spiritualist 
churches. In Sydney there is a large 
central park called the Domain, where, 
weather permitting, open-air meet- 
ings are held evety Sunday afternoon 
throughout the year. I visited the 
Domain on three occasions, and each 
time there were gathered about a 
dozen different groups whose numbers 
ranged from about six people to nearly 
one thousand. The Catholics even had 
a man out there preaching too, and 
arguing with the crowds that gath- 
ered about him. Some argued for God 
and some against Him. I was made 
to wonder who did the most good, or 
the least harm, if you prefer to have 
it that way. 


A press survey made since I arrived 
in the country shows that only ten 
per cent of Australia’s radio owners 
listen to religious broadcasts, com- 
pared with 52 per cent in the U.S. A. 
According to statistics compiled by the 
Hon. Commonwealth Secretary, Aus- 
tralia has had an increase in church 
membership amounting to 11.4 per 
cent over a period of twelve years. 
This increase is largely due to gains 
made by the Catholic Church. There 
is a nondescript Catholic movement 
out here, referred to as “undefined” 
in the report given by the Hon. Secre- 
tary. The latter group has trebled 
its membership during the same pe- 
riod of time. On the other hand, some 
leading Protestant churches gained 
very few members; in fact, some of 
them actually lost a considerable 
number. Take the Baptist Church for 
example, they had 105,703 members, 
and it took them twelve years to gain 
171 others. The Evangelical Church 
and the Salvation Army lost members 
during that time. According to a report 
made by a leading minister of the As- 
semblies of God, their movement has 
been losing members over a period of 
five years. In order that we may more 
fully appreciate what the Lord has 
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Are We “Drops” 


or “Propped” ?

A young widow lamented the loss of 
her deceased companion with these 
words, “I sure do miss John. He was 
such a good prop.” Of course, she 
was not speaking irreverently; merely 
using an apt term to eulogize the de- 
parted husband. Her neighbors knew 
that she spoke truly: John had been 
indeed a veritable “prop” to the home. 

Down in a dark corner of the cellar 
stands a prop. One end rests upon a 
flat stone; the other is wedged beneath 
a log or sleeper under the floor. No 
person is likely to take special note 
of the prop, unless he bumps into it. 
Yet that faithful prop is doing a good 
job of holding the house in position. 
It will never be noticed nor valued 
unless it should be removed; then per- 
haps, when the floor had sunk and 
some of the doors refused to close 
easily, someone might remember the 
good job it had been doing, unnoticed, 
for years. 

Human “props’—and there are 
many of them—are like that, as a rule. 
They are the faithful, uncomplaining, 
sturdy, dependable men and women, 
boys and girls, who do their important 
tasks day by day, perhaps in some ob- 
scure position or situation ... un- 
thanked, unsung, unnoticed. They are 
missed only when they vanish from 
the scene. 

We have met quite a number of be- 
reaved folks who, in their moments of 
sorrow and grief, bewail their previous 
lacks of appreciation of the departed 
one. “If only I had been kinder to 
Mom!” sobs. a broken-hearted girl. “I 
wish I’d-a listened better to Pop,” 
says a grief-stricken son. “Maybe I 
was a bit too strict with Sam,” admits 
a sorrowing father or mother. 

The home often “sags” when one of 
these human props suddenly goes 
away for good. Sometimes a younger 
prop has to step in and take the place 
of the missing one. An older sister 
has to become “substitute mother” to 
the younger children when Mom goes 
to her reward. The son has to put 
his young shoulders beneath the load 
in Dad’s place when the missing prop 
is father. 

A human prop usually is a friend 
in need—just as a wooden prop is al- 
ways sought when help is needed 
quickly in time of need. That is the 
way with these faithful human ones— 
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fathers, mothers, brothers, sisters, 
sons, friends, “aunties,” uncles .. who 
so willingly and efficiently come to 
someone’s aid in time of need. 

But not all human “props” help 
merely in a physical or economic way. 
There are spiritual props, too. 

We’ve met some of them, no doubt. 
So have you. Folks with whom we en- 
joy to talk ... who can always offer 
a word of cheer .. . who seem to know 
just how to do the thing that we can’t 
get done .. . who can make a good 
suggestion when most needed 
whose counsel is always dependable 
and followable. The danger is that we 
shall take such folks “for granted”— 
and fail to appreciate their value until 
too late. 

As for the props themselves, their 
reward is certain, at least if they hap- 
pen to be Christians. God loves them. 
He needs them to help in His work 


... they are found—a few of them, at 
least—in every church, Sunday School, 
Young People’s Department, in the 
land ... they are on the mission field, 
in social service and relief work ... in 
almost any organization. 

One valuable function or charac- 
teristic of any good prop is his or her 
ability and willingness to be used 
where needed. Props are not choosy. 
They will “prop” anywhere that they 
can do good. 

Do you know any props? Maybe you 
haven’t thought about it before. Look 
about you. Think of those you know. 
They are seldom spectacular folks; just 
common, ordinary, seemingly-com- 
monplace people. Now we see “through 
a glass darkly.” Some day we shall 
see clearly ... but we can, even now, 
recognize these “props,” if we seek to 
do so. We can show some degree of 
gratitude to them before it is too late. 

And another thought: “Are we 
among the “props,” or the “propped”? 

May it not be possible that God 
needs US to “prop” someone some- 
where? 








Che Bible... 


Some months ago an organization 
of laymen whose goal it is to apply the 
Christian principles to everyday liv- 
ing, asked its members to say where 
they looked for their greatest spirit- 
ual help. One hundred and thirty-six 
of the two hundred and eighty mem- 
bers who answered the questionnaire 
said it came to them from reading the 
Bible. 

Many another group of Americans, 
had been asked, might have given the 
same answer, for the Bible is probably 
the most widely read book in America. 
It has been a best seller in this coun- 
try for 145 years and not without rea- 
son. 

“It is,” said the newspaper column- 
ist Dave Boone, “the book of the 
month, the year, and the ages.” 

“You'll find more color, drama, 
truth, poetry, and beauty in any gos- 
pel than you'll find in all the books 
written before and since. Man’s heart 
and mind,” Dave Boone continued, 
“cry out for its comforting message. It 
needs no book critic’s approval, no 
publicity stunts, no Hollywood bids, 
and no advertising campaign to put it 
over, and it never has.” 

Never has this been more true than 
during the war years just past. No

sooner had our first Service men left 
the security of their homes than a 
boom in the sale of Bibles began. 
Mothers, fathers, sweethearts, and 
wives turned to the Bible for the in- 
ward courage they needed to see 
things through. Sailors made room for 
a Bible in their duffel bags. Soldiers 
wanted something small and compact 
to carry around in a pocket. 

So great was the demand for Bibles 
that with shortages of paper and 
man-power it looked as if Bibles would 
have to be rationed. The publishers 
could not print enough Bibles for all 
who wanted them. Bible circulation 
figures rose until, last year, through 
the American Bible Society alone, 12,- 
172,143 Bibles, Testaments and Gos- 
pels were distributed, the largest an- 
nual figure in all the years of its his- 
tory. 

Along with the rise in Bible sales 
came an increased interest in Bible 
reading itself. A Gallup poll taken 
shortly after the war started revealed 
that 48 per cent of Americans were 
Bible readers. A year later, in 1943, the 
percentage had jumped to 64 per 
cent, an increase of 16 per cent over 
the year before. In 1944 the percentage

know Him as the Christ, or the anoint- 
ed of God. 

What was it that made the Apostle 
Peter answer Jesus, in Matt. 16:16, 
“Thou art the Christ, the Son of the 
living God”? Why would we want to 
try to change that to mean that Jesus 
is His own Father? Isn’t that plain to 
understand? If we cannot under- 
stand that, also St. John 3:16, then 
how do we know but that the Bible 
means something else when it says 
there is a heaven and a hell? How do 
we know that we can be saved? How 
do we know it is for us? If it says that 
“His name shall be called Jesus, for 
he shall save his people from their 
sins,” how do we know that it means 
that? When John 3:16 says “For God 
so loved the world, that he gave his 
only begotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish, but 
have everlasting life,” if this does not 
mean what it says, and only means 
that Jesus was His Father, and that 
the Father is Jesus, and the Holy 
Ghost is Jesus, what are we to believe? 

I will say this: I am glad that the 
old devil cannot make everyone be- 
lieve a lie. 

They take St. John 14:9, where He 
said, “He that hath seen me hath 
seen the Father; and how sayest thou 
then, Shew us the Father?” I will il- 
lustrate that this way. I read once that 
aman said he was in a certain place 
when a man came to him and asked 
him his name and told him his father’s 
name. The man said, “I knew you by 
your father.” Jesus was made in the 
express image of His Father. You have 
heard the expression, “You are the 
very image of your father or mother.” 
If we can be the image of our parents, 
then why cannot Jesus be the ex- 
press image which makes Him more 
like His Father? You will also have 
to acknowledge this fact, everywhere 
Jesus went He always acknowledged 
His Father. He said, “I can of myself 
do nothing, but my Father which sent 
me doeth the works. I am come in 
my Father’s name.” If you were sent 
on an errand by your father, you 
would tell them you came in your 
father’s name. What did Jesus mean 
when He looked up and said, John 
17:1, “These words spake Jesus, and 
lifted up his eyes to heaven, and said, 
Father, the hour is come”; then, in 
the 3rd verse, “And this is life eternal, 
that they might know thee the only 
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true God, and Jesus Christ, whom thou 
hast sent’? 


Would anyone be so mean as to start 
out and teach or tell anything so 
plain and know that the people would 
take it that way, when he knew that 
it wasn’t that way? Then why do 
they think God would do such a thing 
as to say He loved the world and 
gave His only begotten Son that who- 
soever believeth in Him should not 
perish but have everlasting life, when 
He knew that it was to be interpreted 
another way, that He knew he did not 
give His Son, didn’t have in mind do- 
ing so, for He knew He did not have 
a Son, that He was coming Himself? 
Why do people think that the eternal 
God is so mean and deceiving as to 
inspire the prophets and writers of 
the Bible to write what they did, then 
didn’t mean it that way? 

I want you to picture Jesus as He 
hung on the cross, the crowd mocking 
Him, wagging their heads; His crying, 
saying, “Myself, Myself, why have I 
forsaken myself?” No Christian be- 
lieves such a thing happened; but you 
will have to admit this would be true 
if Jesus Christ and the Father were 
the same. Let’s quote the truth, “And 
at the ninth hour Jesus cried with a 
loud voice, saying, Eloi, Eloi, lama 
sabachthani? which is being inter- 
preted, My God, My God, why hast 
thou forsaken me?” 

When Jesus took Peter, James, and 
John into an high mountain apart, and 
was transfigured before them, there 
appeared unto them Moses and Elias 
talking with Him. Matt. 17:1-5. I quote 
the 5th verse, “While he yet spake, 
behold, a bright cloud overshadowed 
them: and behold a voice out of the 
cloud, which said, This is my beloved 
Son, in whom I am well pleased; hear 
ye him.” Who spoke those words out of 
the cloud, if it wasn’t the Father? If 
He was God Himself, who said, “This 
is my beloved Son?” You say, “That 
was His spirit.” We have already 
proven that God was a Person, by the 
Bible, and that Jesus was the express 
image of His person, and that Jesus 
was made in the form “or shape” of 
God. Look at Jesus and you see the 
express image of God. Well, that is 
what the Bible says. We can either 
take it or let it alone. God said in Rom. 
3:2,3, “For what if some did not 
believe? shall their unbelief make the 
faith of God without effect? God for- 
bid, yea, let God be true, but every 
man a liar.”

was still up, 62 per cent, and along 
with the high incidence of Bible read- 
ing was also noted the continued pop- 
ularity of books with religious themes, 
such as “The Robe” by Lloyd Douglas, 
and “Song of Bernadette” by Franz 
Werfel. 

The _ spiritual reawakening of 
America during the war years was 
especially notable among our Service 
men and women. There is evidence of 
all sorts to support this observation, 
¢ but the most convincing is that of Bi- 

ble distribution statistics among men 
and women of the armed forces. 

During the last five years, accord- 
ing to the American Bible Society, 
which is the agent of the churches in 
this work, Service men and their 
chaplains have received 6,699,914 Bi- 
bles, Testaments, or Bible portions. 
This number is in addition to 1,193,199 
supplied to prisoners of war in Allied 
and Axis prisoners of camps during 
the same period. 

These Bibles were not haphazardly 
handed out like leaflets on a street 
corner. They were given only to those 
men and women who wanted the Bi- 
bles enough to ask their chaplains for 
them. 

A book could be written citing tes- 
timonials of Service men who have 
leaned on the Bible during the time of 
their service to their countries. No 
tribute has been more poignantly ex- 
pressed than that by war correspond- 
ent Nixson Denton on a United States 
Navy vessel off Okinawa: 

“The book that is most widely read 
out here is not the latest best seller, 
damp from the presses,” wrote Mr. 
Denton, “nor is it some tale more ven- 
erable, stamped with the imprimature 
of acceptance and time. The book is 
the Bible, the good companion of men 
lonely and menaced; the friend of the 
friendless; food for those who hunger, 
and living water for those who thirst.” 


| “On this ship .. .,” the newspaper- 








man continued, “the Bible stands the 
wearying watches of the night; it is 
in the turrets; it knows the plotting 
room, the decoding room, the hum of 
the turbine, and the smooth confusion 
of the magazine. It has felt heart- 
beats quicken in battle; with the dy- 
ing, it has gone to death.” 

With the guns silenced, what now? 
Will the spiritual quickening which 
the nation has experienced ebb and 
disappear from the American scene 
along with those war agencies which 
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have outlived their usefulness? 

Let us hope not. The consequences 
may be dire. As the columnist Doro- 
thy Thompson says in a recent issue 
of the LADIES HOME JOURNAL, 
“The Bible has one recurring refrain 
from the mouths of its poets and 
prophets, and records one ever-recur- 
ring historical fact: that great civili- 
zations perish when men turn from 
God and fail to walk in the paths of 
righteousness, justice, and mercy.”

Highest, by Oswald Chambers: “I have 
to cleanse myself from all filthiness 
of the flesh and spirit until BOTH are 
in accord with the nature of God. Is 
the mind of my spirit in perfect 
agreement with the life of the Son of 
God in me... ? I have the responsi- 
bility of keeping my spirit in agree- 
ment with His Spirit, and by degrees 
Jesus lifts me up to where He lived— 
in perfect consecration to His Father’s 
will, paying no attention to any other 
thing.

are based on statistics from Washing- 
ton, D. C., covering a period of twelve 
years, as affects the general increase. 
The figures showing the gains made 
by the Church of God movement, are 
based on reports contained in the Min- 
utes of the General Assembly, and 
they are believed to be correct, as we 
check up every year. 

We believe that a mighty revival is 
coming to Australia, and there is al- 
ready a sign of rain—latter rain—a 
fresh outpouring of the Holy Ghost, 
and we are planning to take our right- 
ful place when it comes. Our visit to 
Australia has not been in vain, as some 
progress was made affecting our fel- 
lowship.
